THE POLITICAL CAMPAIGN - 

Bow Valley Riding Will Be Scene of 

Good Contest. Both Candidates 
Fine Men 

A special staff correspondent of 
the Saskatoon Star, makes the fol¬ 
lowing interesting contribution on 
Bow River politics in a dispatch from 
Drumheller: 

The political campaign in Bow River 
constituency is getting away to a late 
start. W. R. Fulton, the government 
nominee, has started out today for a 
series of meetings in Bassano, 
Gleichen and other towns in the south¬ 
ern part of the constituency. Mr. 
Fulton is one of the oldest settlers in 
Drumheller, having been here since 
1911. He w*as formerly mayor of the 
town and hails from Dundas County, 
Ontario. He is a brother-in-law of J. 
J. Leddy, of Saskatoon, and is well- 
known to a number of Saskatoon peo¬ 
ple. He is the head of a thriving mer¬ 
cantile business in Drumheller and 
lateness of the opening of the cam¬ 
paign is due in some measure to Mr. 
Fulton’s reluctance to enter the poli¬ 
tical' arena. He has some of the 
striking characteristics that are " as¬ 
sociated with the premier of Canada, 
a clear eye, finely chiselled features 
and a strong face. He will fight the 
good fight. 

There is no Liberal nominee. Mr.] 
Fulton is in fact a life-lo.ig Liberal' 
and has the support of Jesse Gouge, 
Liberal candidate in the 1917 election 
and of other prominent Liberals. Mr. 
Fulton told The Star that he felt in 
spite of his Liberal leanings that Ar¬ 
thur Meighen was the only man who 
could save the country and 'apparently 
there is a large body of Liberals in 
this district who have the same con¬ 
viction. Mr. Fulton’s support will 
come mainly from the merchants and 
townspeople and he will confine his 
whirlwind campaign largely to those 
parts of the constituency where there 
is hope of his swinging the vote. He 
does not by any means give the im¬ 
pression of a man engaged in a for¬ 
lorn hope.

Timely Subject Was Discussed by 
Pastor 

Sunday morning at the Union 
church the minister. Rev. A. E. Hayes, 
took for his theme “The Home.” 
Speaking of the home the minister 
said: “If any organiser or institution 
is to remain truly alive it must ad¬ 
just itself to the changing ^environ¬ 
ment. Can we say that the home has 
adjusted itself to the many radical 
changes which are apparent in the 
political, social and industrial world? 
There are certain elements in family 
life which reman ever the same, cer¬ 
tain underlying principles which must 
ever be conserved if it is to be its real 
self, but do the homes today mean as 
much to the nation as they-did in ear¬ 
lier years? 

Dangers are ever threatening the 

home. The new economic conditions, 
which smother many a soul in wealth, 
and starve others in poverty, the mad 
rush for pleasures outside the home, 
the divorce menace, the congested 
centres of population with tenements 
and boarding houses, much literature 
that is destructive of the finest home 
ideals, are some of the conditions the 
modem home has to face. And we 
should know these dangers. It is the 
supreme duty of the church and state 
to give all possible guidance and in¬ 
spiration to the homes of our nation 
that they may be so adjusted to mod¬ 
em changing conditions that they will 
become more than ever in the past the 
source from which our national life 
will be purified and ennobled.” 

“The home is not an end in itself. 
It is the means ordained of God for 
the production of noble character. In 
the true home more than in any other 
institution are developed those qual¬ 
ities which make for lofty citizenship. 
With rare exception the child is loyal 
to his home. It is here that is nourish¬ 
ed the spirit of brotherhood. Service 
and sacrifice characterize the relation 
between members in the normal home. 
Here too we find the spirit of demo¬ 
cracy. The home is to be the training 
ground for men and women who will 
play their part in realizing a noble 
national life.

Literary Digest: Disaimament is a 
business proposition. That is why 
bankers and Chambers of Commerce 
are just as loud in demanding that thy 
Conference at Washington must suc¬ 
ceed as are the preachers and church 
councils and idealistic statesmen. 
There are such things as war profits, 
but the informed business man knows 
that they are more than balanced by 
the inevitable after-war slump of in¬ 
dustry and tl)e disarrangement of in¬ 
ternational trade and the years of 
liejlvy taxation. While German re- 
jraration and inter-ally debts have 
been supposedly excluded from the 
agenda of the conference, the finan¬ 
cial aspects of world reconstruction 
cannot be entirely ignqred by the men 
who will meet at Washington. Arma¬ 
ment limitation is a practical proposi¬ 
tion for the tax-payer. The bread¬

SOUTHERN ALBERTA 
SURVEY BOARD 

The Alberta Government in Its Selec¬ 
tion of Board Display 
Discernment 

Premier Herbert Greenfield, on be¬ 
half o’f the provincial government, 
has announced the personnel of the 
“SOutherH Alberta survey board,” an 
independent commission of four, to 
fully investigate ahd report upon the 
conditions in the dry areas of the 
south, and the most feasible policies 
to adopt in regard to permanent re¬ 
medies of the problem. 

The board will consist of C. A. 
Magrath, chairman; Judge A. A. Car¬ 
penter, of the public utilities commis¬ 
sion of Alberta; G. R. Marnoch, for¬ 
merly president of the board of trade 
at Lethbridge, and W. H. Fairfield, of 
the Dominion experimental farm at 
Lethbridge. 

The necessities of the time and 
place have at once received the atten¬ 
tion of' the government; "and' to' care 
for the situation is a big problem for 
a new government, or any govern¬ 
ment, but they will have general sup¬ 
port in the undertaking, the very 
nature of the case creating a senti¬ 
ment that will be an assistance. 

The personel of the commission is 
of itself evidence that there is no poli¬ 
tics in the appointment, and if we are 
permitted the observation, it is quite 
the reverse. The selection has been 
accepted as a proof of the good judg¬ 
ment of the government and a proper 
recognition of the ability of the men 
named. 

CIVIC ELECTIONS 

SOON BE HERE 

No Talk As Yet About Nominations. 

Hope Expressed That 1921 Council 
Will Continue Good Work 

There has been no perceptible in¬ 
terest taken in civic elections this 
year, the federal elections occupying 
the attention of our citizens. However, 
such has always been the case in this 
town, but when the eleventh hour ap¬ 
proached, there were always a suf¬ 
ficient number of loyal citizens ready 
to fill any vacancy tljat might occur. 
This year the council board has been 
composed of men qualified in every 
way to look after the business of the 
town, and as* a result we .find that 
notwithstanding the Very strenuous 
year, conditions are much better than 
one would anticipate. And we believe 
the opinion is general that it would be 
well for the present council to con- 

*This political campaign, perhaps 
more than any previous campaign, is 
producing combinations and mergers, 
and all kinds of circumstances. Com¬ 
bines, in times past, in election fights, 
were only used as a subject for abuse. 
But these were combinations that now 
bear the new name of “big business.” 
But the combinations today are de¬ 
signed to get votes and win a seat. 
There is the Liberal-Conservatives, 
U.F.A. Labor, Soldier-Farmer, and a 
raft of other hyphenated fixes, but 
the champion of the lot is in Winni¬ 
peg, where a candidate has been 
nominated by a convention’ of the 
Workers’ Alliance, the Socialist Labor 
Federation, the Ukrainian Labor 
Temple association, the Young Labor 
League and the Russian Progressive 
Club. And so it goes, and every day- 
adds one or more. But this kind of 
thing can’t last long, we hope. 


HOURS OF VOTING 

The hours of voting in urban and 
rural polling districts will be the same 
in the forthcoming general elections, 
an amendment to the Dominion Elec¬ 
tion Act having been passed at the 
last session of parliament to provide 
for this. In the 1920 amendments to 
the act provision is made for opening 
city polls at six o’clock in the morning 
and keeping them open till six at 
night. When these hours were put 
into effect in by-elections it was found 
that there were no votes practically 
cast before eight o’clock and also that 
candidates had great difficulty to get 
their representatives to attend at the 
different polling sections at 6 o’clock. 

When a special committee of par¬ 
liament met last session to consider 
proposed amendments to the act ob¬ 
jections to the earlier voting in the 
cities were raised from several sourc¬ 
es and it was decided to recommend to 
the House that the hour of 8 be set 
for the opening of urban and rural 
poles alike.

RE-ELECTED HEAD 
OR CANADIAN CLUB 

I>r. Stanley, Former High River Citi¬ 
zen Had Signal Honor Paid Him 
By Canadian Club 

Dr. G. D. Stanley, for the past year 
president of the Calgary Canadian 
Club, was signally honored by the 
members at their annual meeting, 
Monday, when he was unanimously 
appointed to pilot the destinies of the 
club for*another year/ It was some¬ 
what of an innovation, the re-election 1 
of a president, but the report of the 
nominating committee met with the 
approval of every member present. 

“The object of the Canadian Club 
is to inculcate Canadianism,” declared 
Dr. Stanley in his presidential address. 
He briefly outlined the work accom¬ 
plished during the past yeAr, and 
gave a comprehensive report of the 
Canadian Clubs’ convention held at 
Winnipeg. Throughout the year just 
closed, the Calgary Canadian Club had 
worked in haf-fhony with the Calgary 
Women’s* Canadian Club, and as a re¬ 
sult much good had been done. Eighty 
Canadian Clubs had been organized 
throughout the Dominion, and an ef¬ 
fort was being made to organize other 
clubs in the larger towns throughout 
the country. 

Following his re-e!e"ction as presi¬ 
dent, Dr. Stanley outlined some of the 
plans of the club for the coming year. 
“Let us make this club felt as part of 
the community. I.et our alms and 
ideals become a part of the citizenship 
of this city,” he declared. A greater 
attendance at the regular club lunche¬ 
ons was desirable, he said, although 
the number present at the annual 
meeting presaged a growing interest 
in the club’s affairs. 

TEACHER SHOULD 

BE ACTIVE FORCE 

In All Community Movements.— 
Teaching Is Biggest Business In 
the Nation 

v- — 

At the Southern Alberta Teachers’ 
' convention held in Lethbridge last 
week, the president of the association, 
Mr. Woolf, in giving an address; ap¬ 
pealed for a broader sphere of activity 
for the school teacher, one that would 
take the pedagogue out of the four 
walls of the school room into the 
various activities of community! life. 
Dealing with the condition of the pro¬ 
fession in the eyes of the average 
business and professional man, Mr. 
Woolf declared that it was beliaved 
that the school teacher knew nothing 
about business and national and civic 
affairs. 'All they knew was the 
course of study. Are we as teachers 
functioning as citizens? He feared 
that in many instances the teachers 
were not. 

The teacher was engaged in the 
biggest business in the nation—train¬ 
ing of children along the lines of true, 
noble Canadian citizenship. No 
teacher that confines his or her ac¬ 
tivities to the school room alone could 
be rated a successful teacher. A 
teacher must be an active, not a pas¬ 
sive part of a community. The im¬ 
portance of this enlarged sphere, said 
rtie speaker, is apparent when it is 
realized that the future of Canada 
rests largely in the hands of the 
teachers of Canada.

At Stratfford, Mr. Crerar was ac¬ 
corded* a great reception and from 
press reports given he made a decided 
impression. *FIe claimed for the Pro¬ 
gressive movement, that it had the 
national outlook in a wider sense than 
either of the other two older parties.” 
He referred to statements attributed 
to Hon. II. B. Bennett, minister of 
justice, that United Grain Growers, 
Limited, (of which Mr. Crerar is pre¬ 
sident), was a company merely exist¬ 
ing’ as middlemen to take toil from 
the farmers. 

Mr. Crerar denied the charges. He 
asserted that the United Grain Grow¬ 
ers, Limited, was a co-operative or¬ 
ganization, taking toll from no one. 

He attributed the railway situation 
as bejflg largely “the result of the 
corrupting influence of railway pro¬ 
moters in the past.” He charged that 
the government had placed no con¬ 
structive policy before the people. 
“They want you to sign a blank 
cheque,” he declared, “and they will 
fill it out after the election.” 

The Financia. Post in an editorial 
says that the manifesto of Mr. Crerar 
on Jhe tariff is clear-cut, frank, and 
on the whole reassuring. The Agra¬ 
rian leader, while openly seeking free 
trade as an ultimate achievement, 
does not propose to interfere reckless¬ 
ly and inconsiderately, with existing 
industries’ legitimate investment. He 
would afford a fair opportunity to 
Canadian industries to adjust them¬ 
selves to the new conditions he< has 
in mind.
